permits were issued by the city coun- 
cilmen in session for that purpose at 
the city hall this afternoon. 


The 
names 
of 
forty 
applicants 


whose places of business are within 
the prescribed territory 
laid 
down 


some weeks ago, were read by City 
Clerk Hammarlund, who stated that 
the bonds for the same had been filed 
and their money paid over to the city 
vreasurer. Licenses were immediate- 
ly allowed to these applicants by a 
unanimous vote. 
The forty-first license granted, was 
to Cart Heise, who conducts the In- 
terurban hotel at the corner of Dodge 
and South Franklin street, but whose 
entrance is on South Franklin. Mr. 
H else's application for a license was 
accompanies by a petition sisned by 
eighty-nine property-owners. 
In view 
of 
the 
fact that some 
months there 
was 
serious talk by 
members 
of the 
Cargill Methodist 
church that the council be petitioned 
not to grant a license to the Interur- 
ban hotel owing to its nearness to the 
.church, it is interesting to note that 
among the names signed to the list of 
petitioners for Mr. Heise are three 
officials of the church, and the ques- 
tion is asked, what do the other six 
•hundred members of tne church think 
about it. 


Mr. Heise will move his bar to the 
Franklin street side of the 'building, 
according 
to 
his statement, which 


•was ?«iceived and read. 
The resolution allowing a license to 
Mr. Heise was introduced by Mayor 
Fathers, who offered an explanation 
for the action which seemed a con- 
tradiction of the previous intention of 
the council to allow out forty licenses 
within 
the 
zone. 
The 
resolution 
stated that the council had no idea of 
being arbitrary and sought to act in 
a spirit of fairness and justice. There 
had been a prevalent demand for a 
reduction in the number of saloon li- 
censes and 
the . council had conse- 
quently decided^on the cut. As Mr. 
Heise has volunteered to bring his 
saloon within the zone and as he has 
the petition of a number of promi- 
nent taxpayers it was considered ad- 
visab'eMo vissue 'him a license'. • ; 
•• 
There were eight applications which 
were not acted/ upo'n 
and at least 
seven ot the 'same are virtually re- 
jected as they will not receive con- 
sideration. The application of Joseph 
Croak at '15- South Main street in- 
volves a purely 
legal 
question and 
was referred to the city attorney. The 
others who will not receive licenses 
owing to the fact that they are out- 
side of the established zone and for 
other legal 
disqualifications are: 
James Kelly, James Kemmett, Fred 
Rau, Mrs. James Dalton, Philip Sher- 
idan, Peter J. Goodman, and N. R. 
Park. 


A number of proprietors of saloons 
no outside of the zone failed to make 
applications 
as 
they foresaw what 


would 
be 
their 
fate. 
The above 
named seven, however, made their ap- 
plications preferring to take a chance 
on what at the outset was a hopeless 
case. Several locations now within 
the prescribed territory will not be 
run by the present proprietors, among 
which are the Grand hotel saloon, the 
license being transferred from J. F. 
Sweeney to Messrs. Smith and Wild,

Madison, Wis., June 28.—The total 
appropriations for the eight 
normal 
schools of the state for the next bien- 
nial report will be $2,614,150.00, ac- 
cording to the financial budget which 
has just been reported to the house. 
The budget bill will be taken up by the 
assembly either Tuesday or Wednes- 
day.Of the total amount for the biennial 
period, $1,395,156.00 will be spent tor 
operation, $77,400.00 will be spent for 
property 
repairs 
and -maintenance, 


$150,000.00 toward the erection of a 
new normal school building at Eau 
Claire and $991,600.00 is to be expend- 
ed for additional land and the erection 
of additional buildings at the present 
normal Sichool. At nearly every one of 
the normals substantial improvements 
are to be made, especially at Oshkosh, 
Stevens Point, Milwaukee and possibly 
La Crosse. 
. 
At the Oshkosh Normal during the 
next biennial period, $41,500.00 is ap- 
propriated for the completion ot the 
buildings, $31,000.00 for the purchase 
of additional land. $100,000.00 for the 
erection of a new main building 
to 
replace the present structure,, which, 
with other improvements authorized 
by the financial budget makes a total 
of $192.500.00 to be-expended at Osh- 
kosh Normal during the 
next 
two 
years. The report of the committee 
shows that the present main building 
of the Oshkosh Normal school 
was 


built .a number of years ago and was 
n such, dilapidated condition that a 
lew structure was necessary.

Detroit, Mich., June 30.—Trials in 
the so-called aldermanic boodle cases, 
in which nine members of the Detroit 
board of aldermen are under indict- 
ment, are 
scheduled 
to begin this 
week. The cases have been pending 
since last July, 
when 
the. accused 
aldermen were indicted and arrested 
on charges of accepting bribes and 
conspiracy to accept a bribe for their 
votes and influence in the passing of 
a measure 
affecting 
city 
property 
transferred to the Wabash railroad. 
Rumors of graft among the alder- 
men had been in circulation for a long 
time before the^exposure came. As a 
result of these rumors Mayor Wjilliam 
B. Thompson sought the services of 
detectives and Andrew K. Green, a 
prominent manufacturer, agreed 
to 
finance the nroblem. 
After 
the In- 
vestigation was begun, 
the Wabash 
railroad applied for the closing of a 
street on the grounds that it wan-'.ed 
to erect a warehouse and otherwise 
increase its shipping facilities. 
The 
application was held up in council for 
a time. 
Then suddenly the council 
granted the application by vote of 
several members who had previously 
opposed the measure. 


M'eanwhile a Bur.ns detective, who 
represented himself to be land agent 
for the railroad, had been at work. 
He had

charges, into negotiations with the 
secretary

committee. Eventually it was decided. 
it is alleged, that several who had

The first of the accused aldermen to 


be placed on trial is Thomas G-linnan, 
president of the council and alleged to 
be the boss of the boocllers. Glinnan 
is known as "Honest Tom." He has 
long been prominent in Detroit poli- 
tics and at the time the charges were 
made against him he was mentioned 
as a possible candidate for mayor.

Significant ^progress-toward a feder- 
ation or . union of 
the Norwegian 
Lutheran synods in the TUnited Status 
was taken"at'the 'recent extraordinary 
convention, of the- Norwegian- (Mis- 
souri) Synod held, at Minneapolis ac- 
cordiny to" the Rev. Holclen.'P. Olson, 
pastor of Our Saviour's churrh 
at 
Madison, who has summarized the re- 
sults of this meeting for 
.the 
Wis- 
ronsin State Journal. As to "the desir- 
ability of union ther appeared to be 
entire unanimity of opinion, although 
there M'as a division of sentiment as 
to the steps to be taken to bring it 
about. \ 


This disagreement! merely one 
o£ 
expediency, grew out of. the various 
interpretations placed upon, the 
so- 
called "Madison Agreement," ratified 
a year ago at the annual meeting of 
the United Lutheran church and : at 
the five district meetings ol! the Nor- 
wegian Synod. The feeling of distrust 
grew into a settled conviction in the 
minds of -many that further 
efforts 
would have to be made-to determine 
the actual meaning of the agreement 
before it could be made.,,the actual 
basis of union or confederation.. Res- 
olutions were passed by >several, spe- 
cial conferences' setting .rifbrth 
this 
conviction and respectfully requesting 
the Synod to remove this objection 
b.efore committing.itself, to. a policy of 
-union., , Finally a petition, presenting 
-the same arguments at greater length 
and recommending further^ negotia- 
tions to arrive at an interftVetation-of. 
the "Agreement" which might, serve 
for all times as 
authoritative • was 
drawn up by these theological profes- 
sors and signed by ninety pastors of 
the synod.

The majority sentiment 
was-, em-. 
bodied in a so-cailed majority report, 
granting 
enlarged • powers- to' 
the 
Standing Pqmmittee on 
Union- 'and 
authorizing it to' undertake the neces- 
sary investigations as to how a- pos- 
sible future union or federation 
ot 
the churches might be effected,- the 
results of .these investigations to* be 
reported back to the Synod by. the 
committee. The minority 
sentiment 
was represented in the so-called'min- 
ority, report, instructing the Standing 
Committee of the Synod to continue 
its negotiations with the correspond- 
ing committees of the other'churches 
with a view to removing the last

of 
disagreement,

taking up the finaltask of formulating 
articles of union or federation. 
The majority report received 394 
votes, the minority report 106 votes 
It was a decisive victory for those who 
favor union or federation at the pres- 
ent stage.

A new missionary was sent 
out to minster to the the thousands 'of 
young men recently attracted to the 
fishing stations .along the 'coast .of 
Alaska, and more, workers-were prom- 
ised for this field as soon as they 
could be. .obtained. Continued support 
was pledged^ to the-Seamen's missions 
at Boston -.New York, San Francisco 
and Seattle, rto the city missions at 
New York ana Chicago, and to all 
?,"!" Remission, except that at 
Salt Lake City, which was abandoned 
owing to the apparent futility ot work- 


ing among the Mormons.""" 
But the greatest 
enthusiasm was 
'sliown for the "'foreign" missions. ' In 
iadditiorr to the, established - missions 
in 
Alaska, and South 
Africa, 
th'e 
.Synod decided, to locate a new rois- 
siou-rield in the south eas'tern portion 
of the prdvlnce-of. HoUah^in Central 
China. This i&. a very/ thickly popu- 
lated region, with about five hundred 
people to t'he square mile, and em- 
bracing altogether about three and a 
half million souls. One lone mission- 
ary has been .working , in this huge 
field during the 'past year. 
He will 
soon be joined ' by three - other mis- 
sionaries and two teachers,-who were 
given their commission, at this con- 
vention.
